THE Hoofed live peaceably upon vegetable diet. 

I. The Whole-hoofed are very ſerviceable in eaſing our 
labour. 

2. The Cloven-hoofed are doubly uſeful: they ſupply us 
with food, cloathing, &c. and the ox works.

II. DIGITATED. 

I. The firſt diviſion of digitated (who uſe their fore-paws 
as hands) live upon fruits and grain; they ſteal the young of 
birds, ſeemingly from a love of miſchief. 
. The ſecond diviſion ſubſiſts by rapine, and devour fleſh ; 
except the badger, which is a harmleſs animal, and feeds upon 
roots, fruits and graſs, deſtroying nothing but frogs and inſects ; 
but his teeth place him among the rapacious. - 

3- The third diviſion of digitated (without canine teeth) eat 
herbs and fruit. Two cutting teeth in each jaw. 

4. The fourth diviſion of digitated eat only herbs and fruit; 

they are without cutting teeth. 
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5. The fifth diviſion of digitated eat only inſects; they have 


no teeth.

The walnus feeds on ſea-herbs, fiſh, and ſhells.

* INSECTS are ſmall animals, having many feet, and breath- 
ing through pores arranged along their ſides. Their ſkin (with 
X which'they are covered as with a coat of mail) is of a hard or 


boney conſiſtence. They are furniſhed with moveable antennæ, 


1 growing from the head, which ſeem to be endued with an ex- 
quiſite ſenſe of feeling. 

W They have no red blood, no bones, but on the outſide. 
It is conjectured, that the ſenſe of hearing is ſituated in the 
0 antennæ: they are hollow within, fit to receive the ſound, and 


5 
jointed to convey it ſo leſſened, as to ſuit the timid nature of the 
little delicate creature. 

Obſerve what are vulgarly called the Horns of the lobſter. 

In the palpi it is ſuppoſed the ſenſe of ſmelling may be placed : 
they are in continual motion, as if in ſearch of food, which 
they convey to the mouth, and hold it there whilſt the inſect ; 
eats. Such inſets as have not palpi, nor ſpiral tongues, have . 


undoubtedly ſome organ concealed, 


The palpi are by ſome called feelers: they are articulated, 
generally four or fix in number.

METAMORPHOSIS. 


From the egg is produced the larva, or caterpillar ; ſoft, flow 
in its motion ; voracious ; ſome have many feet, others none. 
The pupa, or chryſalis, is drier and harder than the larva, 


confined in a narrower compals, and is either naked or covered 
with a kind of web: it often wants the mouth. 


The inſe&t eſcaped from its laſt priſon, is in the third or 
perfect ſtate; it is active; lays its eggs; and is furniſhed with 
antennæ; which it generally wanted in its other forms.

Thus the ſtructure of the ſame animal is threefold; in order 


to know the ſcience well, we muſt be acquainted with the 
inſe& in the three different ſtates.

Inſects are then divided into genera, of which Barbut gives 
ninety- ſix. The marks of the genus are too minute and difficult
